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Joseph  Larrick  and  Rebecca  '  Thompson 
Larrick.  They  came  from  Noble  County , 
O/no  i/i  I860  and  settle  in  Johnson  County , 
Kansas. 


This  is  Joseph  and  Rebecca  Larrick' s  home  that  they  built  when 
they  came  to  Johnson  Comity,  Kansas  in  I S0(l.  The  house  had 
partly  collapsed  and  wuis  torn  down  in  the  l()2()'s.  The  picture  also 
shows  Joseph  and  Rebecca's  oldest  son  Abraham  and  his  family. 
Abraham  bought  the  farm  from  his  father  in  IWT 
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I,  Dola  V.  Larrick,  Sr.,  was  instructed  hv  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Larrick  Reunion  at  their  gathering  in  1959  at  Edgerton,  Kansas  to  get 
together  and  write  up  a  Larrick  genealogy,  which  I  have  done  by  send¬ 
ing  out  question^  ires  to  be  returned.  The  questionfiires  allowed  me  to 
make  a  complete  record  of  their  families.  A  few  were  not  returned  and 
several  could  not  be  contacted,  which  made  a  partial  listing  of  their 
families  or  no  mention  at  all. 

Of  special  mention  are  some  of  the  following: 

A  monument  erected  by  the  D.A.R.  in  honor  of  Caspar  Larrick  in 
Larrick  row  in  Mount  Olive  Cemetery  near  Ilayficld,  Virginia  on  Sep¬ 
tember  25,  I960.  He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  from  1773  to 
1776. 

Robert  Jackson  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  as  shown  in  this  genea¬ 
logy.  lie  was  born  March  17,  1733  in  Ireland  and  died  September  28, 
1809.  His  daughter  Mary,  born  February  24,  1761,  died  March  30,  1835, 
married  James  Thompson  April  15,  1779.  Their  son  Abraham,  born 
September  3,  1796,  died  April  28,  1873,  married  Rachel  McCreary  De¬ 
cember  17,  1818  and  their  daughter  Rebecca  Thompson  married  Jo¬ 
seph  Larrick.  'The  rest  of  the  descendants  can  be  traced  down  through 
this  genealogy.  This  makes  a  double  line  for  membership  in  the 
D.A.R.  for  the  Johnson  County,  Kansas  family. 

In  the  Historical  Register  of  Virginia  in  the  Revolution,  it  speaks 
of  John  Larrick,  Frederick  Mil.  rec.  as  Captain  August  4,  1779.  The 
descendants  of  Caspar  Larrick  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Sundown,  an  In¬ 
dian  lass,  shows  the  true  French  !  ndian  frontiersmanship  of  those  days, 
and  the  beautiful  handwriting  that  has  shown  up  several  times  in  the 
family. 

There  were  three  Larricks  who  appeared  in  “Who's  Who  in  Amer¬ 
ica”  for  all  of  the  1950’s.  They  were  George  Larrick,  Commissioner  of 
the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Administration  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  Tho¬ 
mas  Larrick,  Professor  of  Architecture  in  Florida  University,  Gaines¬ 
ville,  Florida.  I  have  lost  the  name  of  the  other  who  was  with  G.  E. 
in  New  York  State. 

Jacob  Larrick  and  his  wife  Catherine  Spillman  Larrick  gave  the 
land  from  their  home  place  for  the  Lutheran  Church  and  cemetery  at 
Mt.  '/ion,  ( )hio. 
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Casper,  John,  George  and  James  Larrick  were  the  four  brothers 
that  eame  to  this  eountrv  as  French  Huguenots  from  the  provinec  of 
Alsace-Lorraine,  where  they  had  been  chased  out  because  of  their  reli¬ 
gion.  The  family  was  very  wealthy  in  France  but  left  all  behind  and 
settled  in  the  Jersey  Isles  or  Ireland.  The  ship  listed  their  last  name 
as  La  Rocjue  “natives  of  France  but  by  the  grace  of  Her  Majesty,  Ouccn 
Anne,  their  abode  was  England”.  Landing  at  New  Castle,  Delaware 
about  1755,  tliev  proceeded  to  York.  Pennsylvania  where  they  settled 
but  soon  moved  to  Frederick  County,  Virginia.  \Vc  find  the  first  pur¬ 
chase  of  land  from  Lord  Fairfax  before  1760  was  under  the  name  of 
John  Laruck,  but  in  the  second  purchase  the  name  was  Larrick  in  1760. 

John  settled  near  Middletown  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia  and 
Casper  at  Stephens  City  just  a  few  miles  to  the  north  where  Casper 
bought  and  sold  several  pieces  of  property  before  he  went  on  west  to 
Timbcrridgc  near  North  Mountain  and  U.S.  50  now  passes  through  it 
between  Capon  Bridge,  West  Virginia  and  Gore,  Virginia. 

Tradition  has  it,  as  passed  down,  that  Casper  went  deer  hunting 
near  the  then  Indian  village  of  Capon  Sjnings,  West  Virginia  where 
he  shot  a  deer,  and  the  deer  injured  Casper.  An  Indian  girl  by  the  name 
of  Elizabeth  Sundown  found  him  and  nursed  him  back  to  health.  lie 
married  the  Indian  lass  in  1772. 


Casper  was  born  about  1730  in  France  and  was  26  years  old  when 
he  came  to  this  eountrv.  1 1  is  will  was  set  in  order  in  1801. 

1  understand  that  Elizabeth  Sundown  had  a  very  pretty  handwrit¬ 
ing  and  this  crops  out  many  times  in  the  Larrick  descendants.  One  in 
the  name  of  Estelle  Larrick  Rees  of  the  Johnson  County,  Kansas  bunch. 

1  have  nothing  on  the  first  George  and  James  was  believed  to  have 
never  married. 


I  have  just  found  this  nothin  the  Historical  Register  of  Virginia  in 
the  Revolution  which  reads  John  Larrick,  Frederick  Mil.  rcc.  as  Cap¬ 
tain  August  4,  1 779. 


CHAPTER  II 

John  Larrick,  one  of  the  four  brothers  that  came  to  this  country 
about  1755,  was  born  in  France  and  died  about  1782  at  Middlctoty6V 
Virginia.  I  bis  John  received  two  grants  of  land  from  Lord  Fairfax, 
one  before  1760  and  the  other  August  9,  1760  (registered  in  the  Pro- 
|)rictarv  in  Book  K,  Folio  205).  John  had  a  will  made  September  9, 
1771  refolded  in  Book  4,  |)agc  103  at  Frederick  County  Clerk  s  ofliee 
in  Winchester,  Virginia.  It  was  probated  June  4.  1782.  The  will  named 
five  children  as  follows: 
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George  Larrick ,  who  died  February  12,  1811  at  Green  Hill  harm, 
MiddlctovrftyVirginia. 

Michael  Larrick  (No  other  record  found). 

John  Larrick  II,  who  married  Margaret  Barrow  in  1774  and  had  a 
large  family. 

Susannah  Larrick ,  who  married  Crimer  (No  other  information). 
Mary  Larrick,  who  married  Christman  (No  other  information). 


In  deed  hook  16  on  page  145  on  March  5,  1775,  Frederick  County 
Clerk’s  office  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  we  find  that  John  Larrick,  Sr. 
and  his  wife  Mary  deeded  the  285  acres  that  they  received  from  Lord 
Fairfax  on  August  9,  1760  to  their  son  George  Larrick  and  George,  in 
turn,  to  his  two  sons  George  and  Isaac  Larrick,  as  shown  in  deed  book 
SC  5,  page  155,  dated  October  17,  1796.  In  the  above  will  of  John  Sr. 
dated  September  9,  1771  we  also  find  that  John  Larrick  II  received  the 
grant  of  land  from  Lord  Fairfax  prior  to  1760  containing  400  acres 
know'll  as  the  Plantation.  This  Plantation  and  the  other  farm  deeded 
to  George,  known  as  the  Green  llill  Farm,  adjoined  each  other.  The 
Green  llill  harm  remained  in  the  family  until  about  1950,  and  the  last 
known  of  the  Plantation  farm,  it  was  still  in  the  family  name.  In  this 
will  the  other  three  children  received  “other  valuable  considerations. 


George  Larrick,  Sr.,  no  record  of  marriage,  died  February  12,  1811 
at  Green  Hill  Farm,  Middletotlft/Virginia.  Three  sons  is  all  that  I 
have  a  record  of: 

George  Larrick,  Jr.,  born  December  4,  1770,  Green  Hill  Farm, 
married  November  7,  1798  to  Rebecca  Brinker  of  the  Joist 
Ilite  line,  died  June  11,  1849  Green  Hill  Farm,  and  buried  in 
Larrick  private  cemetery.  'They  had  16  children  as  follows:

I  turn  to  this  fellow’s  history  by 
Richard  Larriek  in  November,  1936,  and  Richard  Larriek 
shows  this  Joseph  Larrick’s  father  as  the  first  John,  while 
Bible  records  show  his  father  as  I  am  showing  it.  Joseph  mar¬ 
ried  Nancy  Mauck  March  30,  1816.  To  this  union  were  born 
five  children  as  follows:  (John  II  also  had  a  Joseph  in  his 
family,  but  l  am  not  sure  just  which  Joseph  this  one  is.)

Casper  Larrick,  born  about  1730  in  France,  came  to  Virginia  about 
1755,  died  about  1801,  married  an  Indian  girl  named  Elizabeth  Sun¬ 
down  in  1772.  lie  joined  the  Revolutionary  Army  in  1773,  serving  for 
three  years,  mostly  around  Lake  Erie  near  Cleveland,  Ohio.  To  this 
union  were  born :

Seywood  drove  great  herds  of  cattle  across  Wes¬ 
tern  Kansas  from  Western  Texas  before  the  day  of  the  rail¬ 
roads.  He  also  hunted  buffalo  by  the  thousands.  In  later  years 
he  owned  several  banks  and  many  sections  of  land.  Scv wood’s 
only  son  died  in  the  Navy  during  the  flu  epidemic  of  World 
W  ar  I.  He  was  a  student  at  W  ashburn  College  and  his  father 
Seywood  erected  a  bronze  water  fountain  with  a  circle  seat 
around  the  fountain  in  honor  of  his  son  and  other  W’ashburn 
students  that  died  in  World  War  1  on  the  Washburn  campus 
at  Topeka,  Kansas.

This  is  near  Ilayfield,  Virginia.  The  inscription  reads:

Casper  is  believed  buried  back  of  his  house  where  there  are  six 
or  eight  graves,  only  one  of  which  has  a  stone  marker,  and  that  is  for 
the  Codv  girl.

Ohio  Chapter 


Jacob  Larrick,  born  June  30,  1773  in  Virginia,  died  1 843  at  Mt. 
Zion,  Ohio,  was  a  son  of  the  first  Casper  Larrick  and  Elizabeth  Sun¬ 
down,  an  Indian  lass  believed  to  be  of  the  Shavvnees  of  Virginia.  Ja¬ 
cob  donated  the  land  for  the  Mt.  Zion  Lutheran  Church  and  adjoining, 
cemetery.  The  homestead  is  still  in  the  Larrick  family  and  the  patent 
is  held  by  Paul  Larrick  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  although  Paul  docs  not 
own  the  farm.  Jacob  married  Catherine  Snapp,  born  August  17,  1781 
in  Virginia  and  died  in  Virginia  sometime  between  1813  and  1815. 
About  1816  in  Virginia  Jacob  married  Catherine  Spillman,  born  March 
2,  1785,  died  May  29,  1865,  at  Mt.  Zion,  Ohio.  To  the  first  marriage 
four  children  were  born  in  Virginia  who  were  as  follows: 

Elizabeth  Ann  Larrick,  born  September  27,  1805.  She  lived  to  be 
almost  one  hundred  years  old  and  is  believed  to  have  died  in  Ness 
County,  Kansas.  She  married  John  Nicholson  and  I  only  have  a  par¬ 
tial  list  of  her  family.  They  moved  to  Paola,  Kansas  where  the 
Nicholson  farm,  a  few  miles  west  of  Paola,  has  been  in  the  family 
name  since  1859  and  still  is  in  the  family.  John  died  at  Paola, 
Kansas  in  1 883  where  he  is  buried. 


One  son  Jacob  Nicholson  moved  to  Carthage,  Missouri  in 
1850.  On  account  of  the  slave  question  he  moved  to  Seneca, 
Kansas,  passing  through  Johnson  County  in  1860,  and  later 
to  Ness  County,  Kansas.  One  of  Jacob’s  sons  became  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Oklahoma  and  others  went 
on  to  Portland,  Oregon  where  Jacob  and  his  wife  arc  buried. 


Another  son,  Isaiah,  of  Elizabeth  (Larrick)  and  John  Nichol¬ 
son  went  to  California  in  the  gold  rush  of  1849.  He  returned 
to  Ohio  for  a  few  years  and  came  to  Johnson  County,  Kansas 
with  his  uncle  and  aunt,  Joseph  and  Rebecca  Larrick  in  1860. 
In  1863  Isaiah  sold  out  to  Joseph  and  Rebecca  and  moved 
to  near  Paola  where  all  trace  of  him  has  been  lost.  I  have  later 
found  out  through  a  grandson  that  Isaiah  moved  to  Lawrence, 
Kansas  to  educate  his  children,  one  son  and  tw'O  daughters.  , 


One  daughter  still  lives  in  Austin,  Texas.  Isaiah  died  in  Kan¬ 
sas  City,  Mo.  at  a  very  old  age.. 


Another  son  of  Elizabeth  and  John  Nicholson  remained  at 
Paola,  Kansas.  Their  only  daughter  married  a  Mr.  Stout  and 
the  Stout  family  lives  at  Paola  while  Elizabeth,  after  John’s 
death  in  1883,  took  some  of  their  children  and  moved  to  Ness 
( anility,  Kansas.

REVOLUTIONARY  SERVICE 

According  to  Fayette  Co.  History,  State  of  Pennsylvania,  (1885) 
Join,  and  ]  ames  llcntliorn,  brothers,  settled  in  what  is  now  Fayette  Co. 
(then  West  Moreland)  in  the  vicinity  of  Uniontown,  Redstone  County 
in  1769. 

ROBFRT  JACKSON,  (whose  wife  Mary  was  a  sister  of  John  and 
James  llcntliorn)  is  known  to  have  settled  there  about  the  same  time 
and  made  application  for  land,  for  which  he  received  “Warrant  of  Sur¬ 
vey”  dated  Feb.  7,  1785,  a  tract  called  “Cross  Roads”,  300  acres.  His 
deed  is  filed  in  County  Clerk’s  Office,  vol.  lpp,  173-75. 

The  name  Robert  Jackson  appears  in  various  lists  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  during  the  Revolutionary  Whir,  and  without  a  doubt  Rob¬ 
ert  of  Fayette  County  served  in  the  war  earlier  than  the  following  re¬ 
cords  prove.  However,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  identification  of 
the  individual,  it  is  best  to  confine  ourselves  to  the  facts  we  have. 

Tradition  in  the  family  is  that  for  some  time  after  their  settlement, 
they  were  frequently  forced  to  flee  to  Port  Wheeling  on  account  of  the 
Indian  invasions,  during  the  closing  years  of  the  war. 

The  following  two  records  prove  beyond  a  doubt  that  Robert 
Jackson  was  in  service,  more  than  once,  and  took  part  in  one  of  the 
history  making  expeditions  of  the  frontier. 

Col.  Crawford’s  Expedition  to  Sandusky,  in  1782,  on  account  of 
the  western  Indians  having  made  incursions  upon  the  frontiers  of  Ohio, 
Washington,  Youghiogany  and  Westmoreland  Counties,  which  they 
had  continued,  and  had  been  their  constant  practice  since  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Revolution,  this  expedition  was  necessary. 

It  was  during  this  expedition  that  Col.  Crawford  was  burnt,  and 
the  narrative  of  the  escape  of  John  Slover,  the  interpreter,  is  most  hor¬ 
rible.  Among  those  who  served  in  Capt.  John  Bane’s  Company  was 
private  ROBERT  JACKSON,  (Pa.  Archives,  Vol.  2,  series  6th  pp. 
386)

No  county  in  Kansas  is  richer  in  pioneer  and  early  territorial  history 
than  Johnson  County.  Some  of  this  history  is  reflected  in  the  career  of 
such  a  pioneer  settler  as  Joseph  Larrick,  who  arrived  in  Kansas  in  1860 
along  with  his  nephew,  Isaiah  Nicholson,  and  spent  more  than  a  quar- 
ter  century  in  Johnson  Countv  before  selling  the  farm  to  his  oldest  son, 
Abraham,  and  moving  on  to  Leon  in  Butler  County,  Kansas.  In  the 
later  years  of  their  lives  Joseph  and  Rebecca  lived  with  William  and 
Jennie  Nicholson,  a  daughter  at  Paola,  Kansas,  where  both  died  and 
were  buried  at  Edgerton,  Kansas. 

A  native  of  Virginia  and  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Catherine  (Spillman) 
Larrick  of  Frederick  County,  Virginia,  Joseph  Larrick  was  born  Feb¬ 
ruary  15,  1817  and  attained  the  remarkable  age  of  ninety-two  years, 
passing  awav  March  8,  1909.  lie  was  one  (if  a  family  of  eleven  chil¬ 
dren. 

When  he  was  two  years  of  age  he  crossed  the  Allegheny  Mountains 
with  his  parents  in  1819  and  settled  in  Noble  County,  Ohio,  There 
lie  married  Rebecca  Thompson  and  there  most  of  their  children  were 
born,  lie  came  to  Kansas  in  1860.  According  to  the  abstract  on  the 
farm  his  nephew,  Isaiah  Nicholson,  took  title  May  8,  1860  to  440 
acres  from  the  noted  Indian  Chief  George  Rogers  Senior,  who  had 
received  his  patent  on  the  land  December  28,  1859,  and  Joseph  and 
Rebecca  took  title  to  the  farm  three  years  later  on  May  27,  1863.  This 
farm  consisted  of  the  Southeast  lA  of  Section  16,  Township  15,  Range 
22  and  West  Vi  of  Northeast  A  of  Section  16,  Township  15,  Range 
22  in  Johnson  County  and  the  Northeast  XA  of  Section  21,  Township 
15,  Range  22  and  Northeast  V4  of  Northwest  V\  of  Section  21,  down- 
ship  15,  Range  22  in  Miami  County.  This  land  was  located  on  Big 
Bull  Creek  which  ran  the  full  length  of  one  and  a  half  miles  of  this 
farm.  On  the  bank  of  this  creek  he  set  up  the  first  grist  grinding  and 
saw  mill  in  all  that  section  of  the  country.  It  was  an  indispensable 
institution  and  one  of  the  first  in  the  entire  territory.  People  of  mo¬ 
dern  times  can  hardly  appreciate  how  much  such  a  mill  meant  to  the 
pioneers  and  it  is  said  that  the  patronage  of  the  Larrick  Mill  came  from 
a  country  many  miles  around,  even  as  far  as  from  where  Humboldt  now 
stands.  The  road  from  the  northeast  toward  Olathe  and  Kansas  City 
was  worn  down  so  it  is  still  visible  down  across  the  hills. 

Joseph  Larrick  and  his  family  endured  all  the  dangers  and  hard¬ 
ships  of  the  border  ruffian  era  and  of  the  subsequent  Civil  War.  Soon 
after  the  outbreak  of  the  war  Joseph  Larrick  entered  the  Union  Army, 
lie  was  willing  to  fight  for  his  country,  but  his  services  were  more  in 
demand  at  home.  The  families  of  his  neighbors  petitioned  that  he 
should  be  discharged  since  it  was  impossible  for  the  community  to  get 
along  without  the  operation  of  his  null.  Accordingly,  he  was  sent  home 
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and  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  war  he  operated  his  mill  to  grind 
the  grist  that  made  the  daily  staff  of  life  for  hundreds  of  people  in  that 
section  of  Kansas. 

The  old  Larriek  farm  and  mill  were  four  miles  southeast  of  Me- 
Camisli  (later  named  Lanes  Kick!)  on  the  old  Santa  he  Trail.  The 
pioneer  family  with  the  mill  saw  almost  daily  for  twelve  or  fourteen 
years  those  remarkable  vehicles  of  commerce,  the  overland  ox  freight 
trains,  often  with  fifty  to  a  hundred  yoke  of  oxen  in  a  train,  bound 
for  Santa  he  and  beyond. 

h’roni  the  time  that  the  Larricks  settled  in  Johnson  County  until 
the  close  of  the  Civil  War  they  were  almost  constantly  exposed  to  dan¬ 
ger.  During  the  Ouantrill  Raid  they  loaded  their  household  goods  and 
the  family,  starting  for  Baldwin  twelve  miles  west.  Before  arriving  there, 
messengers  with  fagged  out  horses  passed  them  giving  the  alarm  and  the 
information  that  Ouantril  and  his  gang  had  already  perpetrated  the 
massacre  of  Lawrence.  To  increase  the  terror  and  alarm  of  the  family 
while  on  their  journey  to  Baldwin,  the  wagon  broke  down  and  there 
were  other  various  mishaps  and  adventures. 

Joseph’s  farm  had  many  acres  of  beautiful  timber  and  when  the 
railroad  was  built  through  Kdgerton,  about  1879,  hundreds  of  laborers 
were  engaged  in  cutting  the  trees  to  make  ties  and  other  timbers  for 
the  railroad.  The  railroad  is  now  the  double  track  main  line  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  be  that  runs  between  Chicago,  Illinois 
and  Los  Angeles,  California.  Rebecca’s  father,  Abraham  Thompson 
from  Ohio,  arrived  on  the  first  train  to  pass  through  Kdgerton  to  pav 
his  daughter  and  her  family  a  visit. 

In  Noble  County,  Ohio  on  November  18,  1841  Joseph  Larriek 
married  Rebecca  Thompson.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Abraham  'Thomp¬ 
son,  a  highly  respected  citizen  of  that  county.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jo¬ 
seph  Larriek  were  born  seven  sons  and  six  daughters.  The  children  will 
be  taken  up  lalei  in  detail  in  this  genealogy.

Kdgerton  Mills,  Larriek  Brothers,  proprietors,  was  built  in  the  fall 
of  18/9.

It  contains  three  run  of  buhrs  and  a  pony,  propelled  bv  a  steam 
engine  of  forty  horse  power,  and  has  a  capacity  of  201)  bushels  in  twenty- 
four  hours.

Larriek  Brothers,  proprietors,  Kdgerton  Mills.  This  firm  is  composed 
of  A.  S.  and  J.  L.  Larriek,  both  practical  men  in  this  business.

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capacity  of  the  mills  is  thirty  barrels  of  flour  per  clay,  and  about  10,000 
pounds  of  meal,  feed,  etc.  A.  S.  Larriek,  the  senior  in  this  firm  was 
born  in  Noble  County,  Ohio,  November  30,  1843,  and  reared  on  a
